The British Engineering Standards Associa- 
tion has just issued a further section of the 
revision -of their Publication No 72 
19 7, Standardisation Rules for Electrical 
Machinery.

The Church has been built, oí putts walkt-whh caps of the period, and pulvins above 


this method of construction was adopted for 
economy. A cavity has been introduced in 
the walls for the purpose of ensuring that no 
external damp will show on the inside and in 
order to eliminate condensation to which 
concrete is subject. 

The walls are built in a _ ferro-concrete 
frame-work, each wall containing two separate 
and distinct frameworks bonded together 
with steel ties, and the panels thus formed 
are filled in with -eparate concrete partitions.

It is 
covered with boarding, felt and red Roman 
tiles. 

The adoption of concrete in the walls left 
a choice for external finish either of cement 
lined out te imitate stone or a frank stucco 
treatment, and it was deemed best to adopt 
the latter 

As an ancient precedent is to be found 
for the use of stucco in Italy, it was to this 
country the architect turned for inspiration, 
with the result taat the work is reminiscient 
of the work done 
Eastern Italy during the period of transition 
from Roman to Romanesque from the sixth 
to the eleventh c-nturies.

It is terminated by a semi-circular 
apse, polygonal externally to facilitate and 
cheapen roofing. i : 

The external stucco has been finished in 
white cement, which in time will weather in 
a variety of whites and grays, though at first 
its whiteness is, perhaps, a little striking. If 
finished grey, though pleasing at first, it 
would in time weather to a depressing drab, 
and the colour contrast between roof and 
walls would be lost. 

The maximum comfortable 
city of the church is 840. 

When the apse comes to be built it could 
be so arranged as to give an additional bay 
to the nave and aisles. : 

The length of the nave, not including the 
apse, is 87’ 6”, and its width 25’. The over- 
all internal width of the nave and aisles is 
54’. The height from the floor of the nave 
to the bottom of the trusses is 33’, and that 
from the floor of the nave to the internal apex 
of the roof is 41’ 9’’. 

The windows, with the exception of the 
circular window in the western facade, are 
filled with steel framing, glazed with cathedral 
giass.
